Every public schoolbouse in this 


country wears as a crowning jewel the 
United States flag. This is so accord- 
Ing to the law. But long before legis- 
lative bodies passed this law the flag 
bad a permanent place over the Fifth 
Street Grammar school in New Bed- 
ford, the first public school in this 
country to raise the United States flag 
and make the use ot it a permanent 
feature of the public school adminis- 
tration. 
That flag was unfurled May 11,1SG1. 


and that flag and nine others served 
the sfhool until May 11, 1901, tbe for- 
tieth anniversary of the raising of 
flags, when a small one for use within 
the building and a larger one for use 
on the building were unfurled. 


This school was organized Sept 11. 


JSGQ, and just eight months from that 
day it flung to the breeze the flrst flag. 
That flag was in use during the entire 
period of the war. At the end of the 
war the flag was completely whipped 
out and until for further use. It was 
:hen discarded, but not Oil its succes- 
sor had been purchased- What became 
of it nobody knows.—Boston Globe.

"Front Line Trenches" Far 


Away From Danger, 


FRENCH OFFICER IS GUIDE

How parties of "distinguished neu- 


trals," usually Americans, are "taken 
to the front" was told recently In a 
Paris cafe which the "war corre- 
spondents" frequent. 


"You've no idea how many people, 


women as well as men, Insist on, being 
taken to the front," said the officer 
who was explaining that it was his 
official duty to "guide" these parties. 
"There are men and women who come 
over here and explain that they have 
been sewing shirts for soldiers or col- 
lecting pennies for poilus for a long 
time and feel that In order to continue 
carrying on their work properly they 
should see war waged at first hand, so 
that they could describe it at home, 
you know. 


"Well, we have several different 


places where we take those parties. 
Cue is on the old battlefield of the 
Champagne offensive of the fall of 
1915, and more recently we have used 
our old first line positions in the 
Somme sector. Then tip in the Vosges 
we have a spot where the fighting line 
today is several miles in front of 
where it once was. 


"As Safe as Chicago." 


"There are always plenty of troops 


behind the lines all along the front, 
so that the old trenches never have the 
appearance of being deserted. 
And 


they look a little battered, too, as we 
do not bother to repair them and 
strengthen them continually as we do 
the actual fighting positions. 


"We take our sightseers out to a 


rail head behind the lines and whirl 
them furiously for thirty or forty miles 
In army motorcars and then stop 
somewhere, in a spot about as safe as 
Chicago. There we hand out gas 
masks to the ladies and gentlemen, al- 
though the former usually refuse to 
put them on because it disarranges 
their hair, and we have to promise to 
warn them when a gas attack is sig- 
naled. 
"We also hand them all steel helmets 


to put on in case shells break near us. 


"Then we walk them a good dis- 


tance until they are pretty tired, ex- 
plaining that it would be likely to 
draw the enemy's fire if the automo- 
bile advanced any nearer to the 'front' 


In a Real Trench. 


"Finally we lead them into a trench, 


making them keep down below the par- 
apet all the time so that German snip- 
ers won't see them and pick them off. 
Once in awhile we hand them binocu- 
lars and ask them if they don't see the 
gray clad boches away over there, and 
they usually answer that they do. If 
an aeroplane flies overhead they usual- 
ly spot it at once as a Fokker—taubes 
they call them still, although all of 
that old model have been sent to the 
Russian front—and when they decide 
that it's an enemy machine it -would 
be discourteous for me to deny it I 
let them all hide in a dugout or trench 
cave until the machine passes. 


"Sometimes I find a few poilus and 


get some practice grenades for them to 
throw out front, and when they go off 
like firecrackers it produces some ef- 
fect on the tourists, who want to know 
right away if they are under fire." 


The officer was asked if he did not 


enjoy acting as guide to tourists since 
there was no real danger in it 


"No," he replied; "there's no real dan- 


ger in it, but it annoys one extremely 
to have to wear a heavy steel helmet 
for hours when there is absolutely no 
sense in doing it and to have to breathe 
through a gummy, acid smelling gas 
mask when the only gas anywhere 
near is the acetylene used for the au- 
tomobile lights."

Hygiene Tip* For the Wi*e Mother tP

It is not enough that the body should 


be supplied with the kind of food for 
repairing it and with the kind of food 
to keep it warm and to give power to 
move. It must also nave lime, iron 
and common salt to build up "the cells 
and to keep them in good condition. 


Bones and teeth are examples of,the 


cells which require lime and wfiich can- 
not be repaired without it. Milk and 
eggs are the best sources of lime-for 
the body. 
Other lime giving foods 


are buttermilk, prunes, beans, cottage 
cheese, celery, spinach and cauliflower. 


Blood cannot be kept rich and red un- 


less the body makes daily many mil- 
lions of red blood corpuscles. In anae- 
mia, where people become pale and list- 
less, the supply of red corpuscles Is 
usually greatly reduced. Iron giving 
foods are whole wheat bread, egg yolk, 
cabbage, oatmeal, dried beans, celery, 
spinach, lettuce, asparagus and green 
string beans. 


Nerve and brain cells cannot be made 


unless a substance for building them 
known as phosphorus is supplied in_suf- 
flcient amounts in the food. This sub- 
stance Is most abundant in spinach, 
buttermilk, cottage cheese, asparagus, 
cauliflower, cucumbers and celery. 


Some people buy lime, iron and salts 


at the drug store in various medicines. 
Others get them from fruits and vege- 
tables. As a general thing our instincts 
may be relied upon to supply the organ- 
iBm with the necessary amount of com- 
mon salt 


The human machine, like the steam 


engine, needs to be kept clean. Cellu- 
lose, a substance famUiar in the long 
strings of old celery, in lettuce and in 
cabbage, is not used by the body for 
food, but cleans out the digestive tract 
Among the other vegetables containing 
cellulose are carrots, green corn, po- 
tatoes, parsnips, fresh beets, squash, 
lettuce and lima beans. 


A day's meals should contain some 


meat or eggs and mUk, starchy vege- 
tables, bread, butter, one vegetable 
which gives iron and one vegetable or 
fruit which gives lime. The phosphor- 
us is usually insured by the milk, eggs 
and cereals.

K an account of Easter in Rome 


published in the Kew York Even- 
ing Post mention was made of 
the curious ceremony of blessing 


the fire iu the famous church of St 
John Lateran. 


All lights having been extinguished 


on Thursday evening, new fire is struck 
,on Saturday by means of a flint and a 
colossal brazier filled with charcoal. 
After this is done the bishop, accompa- 
nied by his ministers with the cross, 
holy water and incense, in his miter 
and magnificent vestments, blesses the 
new fire and the five grains of incense 
that are to be fixed in the paschal can- 
dle.Two long lines are formed of young 
deacons, students and monks waiting 
for ordination. They stand face to face 
with the bishop, looking down the line 
and stationed at the church door. 
After sprinkling the five grains of in- 
cense, which are large silvered cones, 
and fuming them with the censer, one 
of the deacons puts on n white dal- 
matic and, taking the rod with a light- 
ed candle fixed at the'top, the officia- 
tors toll Into procession and return to 
the tribune. 


The lighting of this new fire repre- 


sents the rising of Christ and his vic- 
tory over sin. From the spark obtained 
the paschal candle is lighted, and this, 
according to Sfe Ansclm, signifies three 
things: The virgin wax typifies the 
body of our lord, the wick the soul, 
while the flame is the symbol of divin- 
ity. The use of the Easter taper is 
very ancient in the Roman church, dat- 
ing back as far as Pope St. Zosimus, 
who at the beginning of the fifth cen- 
tury ordered that it should be made in 
the* shape of a column, on which the 
order vt office was incised- The dimen- 
sions of the Easter candle were enor- 
mous at the beginning; the largest one 
of the kind is now the papal candle, 
measuring four inches in dinmcter and 
about two yards and a half in height. 


After the return of the procession to 


the chancel the Weeing of the candle 
takes place, ami it 5s decorated by the 
deacon with the five halls of gilded 
and silvered inr-en^e, which he thr; 
into the wax in the form of a cross-

If the United States is not to have 


the largest navy, it will possess sbius 
that in size and power will surpass any 
ju the world, says the Indianapolis 
News. The new battle cruisers, con- 
struction of which has been authorized 
at a cost of &?0.000.000 each, will be 
7.000 tons larger than the largest Brit- 
ish ships of the same class. They will 
mount ten guns of the fourteen inch 
type as compared with the eight 13.5- 
inch guns of the British Tiger class. 
The American ships will be 850 feet 
long, exceeding the length of the Tiger 
by 130 feet. They are expected to sur- 
pass the speed of the British ships by 
about two knots and will exceed the 
British Lion type in displacement by 
8,100 tons and in length by 175 feet. 
The weight of the projectiles discharg- 
ed in a broadside fi'om the American 
cruisers will be 14.000 pounds, where- 


• as the Ldoii and Tiger fire in1: each 
broadside about 0,000 pounds. 
.Bigger and Faster Than German Ships.j 


The German battle cruisers of the 


Derflinger type displace about 2S.OOO 
.tons, or 6,400 less than the American 
ships, while a broadside from the Ger- 


, man ship's twelve inch guns weighs 


C,SOO pounds, or less than hair of that 
.which the American craft can Sre. 
The only other battle cruisers mount- 
ing fourteen inch guns are two Japa- 
nese ships, each of which, mounts eight 
fourteen-inch. guns and are able to dis- 
charge a broadside of 11.200 pounds. 
But the Japanese ships are smaller by 
7,100 tons than the proposed American 
cruisers, and their speed is about five 
knots less. Russian battle cruisers are 
about the same size as the Japanese, 
but they are very slow, .and the new 
American craft will exceed their niax- 


:. iruuni speed by over eight knots. Their 


distinguishing characteristics will be 
five great funnels, four between the 


- masts and one aft of the after mast, 


an unusually low freeboard and slen- 
der latticework masts. 


Qusen Elizabeth Outdone. 


The new 
82,000 ton superdread- 


• naughts, construction of which is about 


to begin, will cany a mam battery of 
eight sixteen-incii guns, each of which 
•will fire projectiles weighing more 
than 2.000 pounds. The new ships will 
be about 5,000 tons larger than the fa- 
mous Queen Elizabeth type of the Brit- 
ish navy and will mount eight sixteen- 
Inch guns as compared to the Queen 
Elizabeth's eight fifteen-inch guns. 
The great German stiperdreadnaughts 
are about 3,500 tons less in displace- 
ment than tlie American ships. The 
Japanese navy again is. the one which 
possesses ships that rival most closely 
the American class. The Fuso has a 
displacement of oO;000 tons and the 
Yamashiro of 31,300 tons. The Fuso 
mounts twelve fourteen-lnch guns, aud 
it is sai<4 that shins of the Yumashiro 
class will be armed, like the Ameri- 
cans, with sixteen inch guns. Speed 
being equal, they should give the 
American dreadnaughts a ham fight. 


British opinion regards the new bat- 


tle cruisers as a revolutionary step in 
American naval construction and one 
likely to have considerable influence 
on naval development throughout the 
world. The Naval and Military Rec- 
ord of London, the leading service pub- 
lication of Great Britain, in .-. rei-vnt 
article noted that the average speed <>f 
the ships of the Aincri&n navy, class 
for class, has been lower :han that of 
other important navies.

quired In Early Days of Northwest. 
Change 
In Agricultural Conditions 


Brings Aboyi Decision to Split Up 
Vast Tract, 


The famous Dalrymple farm in Traill 


and Cass counties,.X 1)., said to he the 
largest in the world and known wher- 


;r agriculture on a mammoth scale 


is talked of. isi to disappear. 
That 


which remains of the great holdings of 
Oliver Dalrymple, in his day the great- 
est farmer in the world, comprises 22,- 
000 acres. It is to be cut up into about 
100 small farms of 160 to 320 acres, 
says the Minneapolis Journal. 


The seed that is. already in the Dal- 


rymple seedhonses on the farm for the 
1917 crop will go into the ground this 
year, for the land is fall plowed and 
as ready as can he at this time for the 
spring planting. But when the 1917 
crop is taken off the land that will be 
the end of the Dalrymple farm. 


Day of Bonanza Farms Past. 


Casseltou, Valley City, Fargo and 


other prosperous North Dakota towns j 
will be glad to see the big farm broken 
np.. Time was when these bonanza I 
farms were a great asset, and the pub- 
licity that their successful operation 
gave to the northwest at a time when 
many people supposed grain could not 
profitably be raised that far north was 
worth millions. But economically North 
Dakota has changed- 


Oliver Dalrymple, who was a Scotch- 


man and a skilled farmer, operated a 
3,000 acre farm south of St. Paul prior 
to 1S75. That made him. an agricultur- 
ist of some note even then. In 1S75 
Oliver • Dalrymple 
and 
his 
brother, 


William F. Dalrymple, "became inter- 
ested, in North Dakota land. 
. The Dalrymples interested E. B., W. 
J. and J. L. Grandin, three brothers, of 
Tidioute, Pa., also two eastern capital- 
ists named Cass and Cheney. In all 
75,000 acres of land were bought. The 
Northern Pacific, to finance itself in a 
period of tight money, was issuing land 
scrip with stock, and the laud was ac- 
quired this way in part, holding a num- 
ber of farms that were of such size 
that each was^ remarkable in itself. 
But the Dalryrnple farm was the 
largest of any. and after breaking 
20.0130 acres in 1S76 Mr. Dalrymple con- 
tinued extending until at one time he 
had in excess of 35,000 acres under 
cultivation. 


Show Place of the Northwest. 


Visitors from every part of the Unit- 


ed States and many from abroad came 
to the farm at harvest time to see the 
wheat. Writers foz eastern publica- 
tions came to tiew and describe the 
farm. Many columns were written in 
magazines and eastern periodicals of 
the scale on which operations were 
conducted. The romance of the bo- 
nanza farmer was written and rewrit- 
ten. 


For twenty-five consecutive years 


nothing but wheat was raised on the 
Dalrymple farm. Cut for some years 
past crop rotation has been followed, 
and the farm has produced vast quan- 
tities of flax, barley, rye, oats, millet 
and other crops in the process of rest- 
ing and restoring the soil, and every 
year a portion has been laid in summer 
fallow. 


Oliver Dalrymple. his name known in 


linglaud, France and Germany, him- 
self a St Paul resident in die winter 
time and a practical farmer on the 
land in spring, summer and harvest 
time, died in 190S. There was some 
cutting off of parcels of land before 
aud after his death, but even after that 
had been done his two sons, "William 
.Dalrymple and J. S. Dalrymple of Min- 
neapolis, came into possession of near- 
ly 22,000 acres.

The shops are filled with 


lovely place cards atul favors. 


One effect which Is charming for a 


luncheon table has yellow and white 
for its color scheme. In the center of 
the table is a mound of daffodils sur- 
rounding a big white egg. from which 
a little \\ hlte chicken peeps. From the 
center streamers of yellow ribbon lead 
to the four corners aiul finish in a bow. 
Ar each place is found a little candy 
fil'ed rabbit standing ou it=* hind legs 
w iru the front feet extended.

At such a luncheon the colors must

Chicken may be 
sen ed as the meat, or if chops are pre- 
ferred little yellow rufflets can be put 
on their stems. Orange salad keeps up 
the color scheme and a banana or deep 
yellow vanilla cream finishes it.

Attractive Hints About How to 


Freshen Your Windows. 


SOME INEXPENSIVE DRAPERIES 


You Need Not Follow tho Established 


Routine Unlos* You Want to, For 
Gingham la Being Usad Everywhere 
Except In tho Parlor. 


The woman who Is going without 


curtains or overhnuciugs because she 
cannot afford to buy any Is making a 
great mistake. 
In, the first place, there 


is nothing that adds so to the "livable- 
ness" of a room as well chosen cur- 
tains. But this does not mean elabo- 
rate, expensive, lace incrustecl curtains 
or heavy, velvet or velours overdra- 
peries. 


Ho\v many women have any Idea 


what pretty curtains plain five cent 
cheesecloth makes? There is something 
about it that makes it hang just right. 
They may be hemstitched or finished 
with a narrow cluny edge. They "are 
especially nice for bedrooms, but many 
women use them all 01 or the house. A 
thin, crisp organdie makes a pretty 
curtain also. They should be finished 
with a narrow ruffle, sewed on with a 
heading and should be looped back 
with a narrow band of the material, 
wirh a ruffle on the bottom edge. These 
are particularly effective in colonial 
rooms. 


One can hardly pick up a woman's 


magazine nowadays without reading of 
the decorative value of chintz and cre- 
tomie for overdraperies. 
It can be 


bought as low as 20 cents a yard, and, 
if the pattern is selected with care, it 
may be split in the middle, making one 
length do for a window. 


Striped and checked gingham is be- 


ing used in dining rooms, bedrooms and 
kitchens. One woman used yellow and 
black checked gingham for overcur- 
tains in her blue dining room last sum- 
mer, acd the effect was very striking.

Mex- 
ico and Japan, does not particularly 
lecall the llerr Zimmerman who was 
undersecretary of foreign affairs last 
j ear when I .knew him in Beihn, says 
Ernestine Evans iii the New York Trib- 
une. 
In those days lie was so sensible 


aud so easy to talk to and had even a 
sense of humor. 


He was the easiest man to see in the 


German foreign, office, and. after 110 red 
tape at all it was arranged that 1 
should go and, talk to him shortly after 
the first of Bethmanu-Hollv\ eg's peace 
speeches a year ago December. 


Advancing across the narrow space 


of Ms office gravely and cordially was 
Excellency Zimmermaun, looking for 
all the world like an. American farmer 
and gently old aud awkward like a 
schoolmaster. I remember noting how 
broad and just a bit rough his hand 
was, how his reddish, mustache droop- 
ed. His English was stiffer and slow- 
er than the fluent Oxford speech, of the 
"young Rhodes scholars who grace Wil- 
helmstrasse, and af'fiist -we talked 
slowly. Introductory omclalanterviews 
are always stupid, for the official, even 
when he knows that he has a censor 
to eoinb your leport o£ the talk and 
knows how easily he can deny saying 
anything, never says much. 


That time we discussed America. 


He had been here some-years before- 
and hadn't been able to smoke a cigar 
on the pier and insisted that J and 
not he was native to the land of Ter- 
botens. 


Excellency Zimmermaun had a posi- 


tive appetite for grinding and seemed 
to 1m e been, carrying" infinite details 
on his shoulders for years. "The pack 
mule of the foreign office," he was 
called, and for just that German dip- 
lomats with posts afield liked to talk 
over their jobs with him when they 
came home. 


He was said not to be afraid' of 


blurting things out His own rise from 
fairly humble origin, after studying at 
the universities of Jena aud Breslau, 
to the Chinese consular service and 
thence into the diplomatic branch of 
the foreign office, rather set him apart 
from the other men, the Yons and the 
Zus. 


The South Germans didn't miud his 


East Prussian origin, the Sozial-Demo- 
krats were supposed to like him be- 
cause he arranged interviews for them 
with the chancellor, and the Coiisen a- 
th es -were supposed to come away ap- 
peased after he had listened a great 
deal and then said, "We understand 
each oUier." 


He is nn enormous listener. No one 


who waited long enough ever missed 
seeing him. 


We talked of America. He called it 


the greatest empire. We bad the land 
•and sucked other nations in. We, too. 
discard their culture and tradition and. 
consciously or unconsciously, force new 
allegiances and ideals upon them, sure 
always that ours are better than theirs 
What v>e have missed was seeing the 
analogy between the German desire for 
homogeneity and our*, which we, how- 
ever, accomplish without arms.
